Officials ot Chamoun s Na- 
tional Liberal Party ('NLP} 
claimed militiamen had inflict- 
ed 400 Syrian casualties since 
the conflict erupted again with 
new intensity last Wednesday 
while ihe> lost only five fight- 
ers. Independent observers in- 
dicate Syrian losses were not 
so large and that the militias 
suffered at iejst a score of 
deaths. 

Residents said the ceasefire 
collapsed Sunday afternoon 


when shells began slamming 
into three eastern districts. 
About 15 shells landed in the 
mainly-Mushm west side of 
the city at about the same 
time ; 

The Syrian-dominated Arab 
Deterrent Force (ADF) said in 
a statement that two people 
had been killed and 12 wound- 
ed when scores of shells- ex- 
ploded in three districts ■ of 
west Beirut. 

It said there were no ADF 
positions in these areas ‘and 
warned that “the continuation 
of this situation will not pass 
without reckoning." 

The right-wing Phalangist 
Radio reported that militiamen 
had surrounded Syrian troops 
who had killed one of their 
leaders Saturday. 

The Syrians were refusing to 
surrender and fierce fighting 
was taking place, it said. 

The state-run Beirut Radio 
confirmed the clashes and said 
intensive efforts were being 
made to arrange another cease- 
fire. 

The fighting was the latest 
round in a savage war of at- 
trition between the rightists and 
Syrian troops attached to the

Hassan invites rebels 
to end war, join govt. 


RABAT. Morocco, Oct. 1 
lAgencies) — King Hassan II 
has proposed an end to the 
three, year guerrilla war in 
the Sahara by taking the guer- 
rilla leaders into the Moroc- 
can government. 

The surprise offer came in 
an interview with the Arabic 
weekly "Al-Watan al-Arabi.” 
which was distributed by the 
official Moroccan news agen- 
cy Saturday night. 

The interviewer asked the 
King what solution he foresaw 
to the protracted desert war 
with the Algerian-sponsored 
Polisario guerrilla movement 
fighting for the independence 
of the former Spanish Sahara 
which was partitioned in 1975 
between Morocco and neigh- 
boring Mauritania. 

"As far as we are con- 
cerned. the solution is easy." 
the king replied. “If they (the 
Polisario leaders.) agree, we 
will instruct the prime minis- 
ter to reshuffle the govern- 
ment in accordance with the 
constitution and to reserve for 
them ministerial posts in the 
Moroccan government. This 
would not constitute a prob- 
lem. It would only be a mat- 
ter of five minutes. 

“Let them come, they 'will 
be made ministers and they 
will be welcome.” the king 
said.

Presi- 
dent Carter's personal envoy 
William Jorden has met with 
Somoza four times in the last 
week.

The opposition front had

Colombia if Somoza dropped 
his choice of El Salvador. 

No new fighting has been 
reported since Sandinsta Natio-

Edgar Bergen’s death silences 60 -year act 


LAS VEGAS. Oct. 1 (R>— 
Ventriloquist Edgar Bergen, 
who made audiences laugh for 
nearly 60 years with his dummy 
Charlie McCarthy, died here 
Saturday only 11 days before 
he was to retire from show 
business. 

Bergin. 75. was found dead 
by his wife Frances in his 
hotel suite when she tried to 
awaken him at lunchtime. He 
bad been appearing twice night- 


ly at Caesars Palace Showroom 
and had announced he would 
make his farewell appearance 
here Oct. II.

Though Bergen's career 
spanned six decades, he was 
probably best known to a new 
generation as the father of 
actress Candice Bergen.

When 
a reporter asked McCarthy why 
Mortimer Snerd wasn’t invited 
to the Smithsonian, McCarthy 
replied:

McCar- 
thy has been bequethed to a 
museum, the Smithsonian Ins- 
titute in Washington. 


Bergen was the prototypical 
vaudeville performer, and from 
there he became a hit in radio, 
nightclubs and the movies. 

He was awarded a special 
Academy Award in 1937 for 
his many film shorts and ap- 
pearances in movie musicals. 


Bergen is survived by his 
actress-daughter, hjs wife, for- 
mer model Ffances Westerraan, 
and a teen-age son.

Veikko 
Saarto. who supervised the 
plan of waiting for the hijac- 
ker to wear out, said before 
the assault on ' Lamminpo- 
rras' home. 

“And we intend to honor 
his last wish as well." Saarto 
said after all the hostages from 
the Finnair Super Caravelle 
were released unharmed. 

His wife volunteered to go 
home with him. 

The last three crew mem- 
bers,' who had been aboard the 
plane more than 24 hours by 
the time they were released, 
were taken to a secure place 
for rest. They were id meet re- 
porters Monday afternoon. 

Released passengers said 
Lamminporras — a recent 
bankrupt — had acted “ner- 
vously and aggressively." How- 
ever, none of them was harm- 
ed. 

The hijacking began over

West European countries 
which keep the same time 
throughout the year are West 
Germany, Denmark Switzer- 
land and Austria.

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ARAB CONSENSUS 


Apart from the actual time of fighting during the October 
war, the Arab governments have been divided between so- 
called left, right and moderate, bearing in mind that these 
epithets were bestowed by them on each other. Today, they 
stand even more divided with nearly four different camps 
although oot ideologically. They are divided over the Camp 
David accords and the future of the occupied Arab lands and 
the fate of the Palestinian people. 

Egypt is on one side, the "Confronuition stales'* are on 
the other extreme. Iordan. Saudi Arabia and the other Gulf 
states form a moderate, prudent side that tries to narrow the 
gap between the two without sacrificing any Arab rights in 
the process of reconciliation. Yet a fourth side is formed of 
the other Arab states who have not made their voices heard 
as ye*. 

King Hussein and the moderate third group have not 
condemned the Camp David accords outright. They see in 
them a sincere American effort to find a decent, acceptable 
peace formula for the region but they also see that. Israel is 
unwilling to concede sufficient ground and that President 
Sadat of Egypt is giving away too much. 

The Jordanian monarch has had his share of charges and 
accusations by the Palestinians. He is, therefore, in no posi- 
tion to bargain over the fate of an essentially Palestinian land 
inhabited by Palestinian people without sufficient guarantees 
that what he wiU get will vindicate his policy before the 
whole Arab world. 

Tibe same thing may be said for Saudi Arabia with regard 
to the Palestinian people and ihe status of Jerusalem. The 
Kingdom cannot under any circumstances condooe a peace 
formula that does not guarantee the restoration of Palestinian 
rights, lands and Jerusalem. 

Thus the third group of Arab states is best suited to form 
the nucleus for an Arab consensus as to what should be done 
to press on for a comprehensive peace formula in the region 
while the United States Administration is stiff in the mood to 
pursue its efforts to a more fruitful conclusion. 


CLOSER LINKS 


The signing of a SR 700 million road building agreement 
in the Yemen Arab Republic, to be financed by Saudi Arabia, 
is further evidence of the close relations between the two 
countries. Besides, the roads, linking two Red Sea ports in 
the two countries and two inland cities, are bound to consoli- 
date these links in many other ways. There is a lot of traffic 
already between the two countries.

(it's pronounced "pee-vee” in 
Afrikaans), or more irreverent- 
ly as “Piet Wapen" (Piel Wea- 
pon). Others call him “ruby 
lips”. He is a devoted family 
man and he has never been 
tainted by -the suspicion of 


corruption. But he is an Hl- 
tempered man — impulsive, 
even explosive jmd prone to 
emotionalism. He is not the 
alow, deliberate, calculating 
man that Vorster is — he 
shoots from the hip and . asks 
questions afterwards. 

When Dr. Hendrik Verwoerd 
was assassinated in the House 
of Assembly debating chamber 
in 1966. I watched a Leather' 
wild-eyed Botha storming hbout 
in the aisle, jabbing an afcoti^ 
satory finger at the Progressive 
M.P., Mrs. Helen Suzman, and 
accusing her "and her kind" of 
being responsible for the deed.' 

It was heady stuff — it al- 
ways is when Botha is on his 
feet. He uses extreme language 
the way other people use a 
club, as an instrument of ag- 
gression. Often his utterances 
are doom-laden in a Biblical 
idiom — he talks about "powers 
of darkness” and “forces of the 
devil." His old habits as a 
party organizer, when he fre- 
quented opposition meetings 
with the purpose of disrupting 
them, die hard. 

■But it would be wrong to 
dismiss him simply as a hard* 
liner, or what South Africans 
caff a “verkrampte” He is 
more complex than that. His 
problem is that be grew up In 
the “liberal” Cape Nationalist 
Party and became its leader 12 
years ago. and he has been 
tagged with this label ever 
since. 

The other problem u that 
there, has been traditional hos- 
tility between Cape and Trans- 
vaal Nationalists, and the Trans- 
vaal Nationalists vastly out- 
number the Cape men. So for " 
years now, p. w. Botha nas 
ueen saying and doing things 
calculated to show that he is 
not a “liberal,” and it has be- 
come suen an ingrained habit 
Lhai probably he no longer 
knows hunseii now what he is 

— “verlig ' (liberal) or *‘v C i- 
krainp.”

can be posed: how far will he 
be aoie to pursue his pragmat- 
ism now tuat he is fnme Min- 
ister? .Four factors, JL think, wul 
work against him: 

First, his impulsive persona- 
lity will lead him into confron- 
tation where tact is needed. 
Secondly, he will be a partial 
captive of the hard-line image 
he has created for him<uMf 
Thirdly, his defeated and em- 
bittered opponent Dr. Connie 
Mulder (or somebody else) will 
mobilize, tne right wing u the 
parliamentary caucus to baulk 
. him. And, fourthly, he will not 
command the prestige and au- 
thority that Vorster enjoyed to 
introduce reforms in apartheid 
and engage in his imaginative 
diplomacy. 

So — and this is the dis- 
mal news from Cape Town 
this week — South Africa will 
#pter a period of relative inac- 
tion in its internal affairs and 
- foreign relations just when in- 
ternal and international pres- 
sures are stridently demanding 
constructive ideas and creative 
action. 

It will be argued of course 
that it does not matter who 
is prime minuter of South 
Africa. The revolutionary exile 
groups, for example, consider 
it a luxury they cannot atlord 
10 study the Kxemlinoiogy of 
white politics. But for the rest 
of us examination ot the sub- 
tleties of the conflicts in the 
white ruling class has an orga- 
nic life of its own. 

This ruling class, it seems to 
me, is entering upon a period 
of instability — of internal 
tensions, quarrels and animosi- 
ties — following on the relative 
unity produced by Vorsier’s 
Steadying -hand at the helm. It 
is one of those historical coin- 
cidences, possibly, that has 
brought the authoritarian-mind- 
ed Botha into office at just this 
moment: he is going to need 
all his authoritarianism' if he 
intends to pursue any kind of 
coherent policies, instead of 
reacting simply in a knee-jerk 
way to the pressures that are 
building up against South 
Africa.— <OFNS)

Optimism at the IMF

WASHINGTON — 
-‘World finance rnuusten as- 
sembled here last week for ' 
of ‘ the Intenstional. 
Monetary Fund, were ’ truly 
opumisuc for tne first time in 
years about the world econo- 
mic outlook. 

■ The officials agreed they 
were finally putting the reces- 
sion behind them. . 

- If. they are right — aad all 
the evidracc isn’t yet in — it 
means progress can be expec- 
ted during rhe next year in 
reducing ' unemployment in 
Europe, reducing inflation in 
the United States, and return- 
ing stability to the battered 
UB. dollar t 

The financial ministers also 
reached a consensus on an ex- 
panded role for the Internatio- 
nal Monetary Fund io the 
world economy. They voted a 
substantial $23 billion increase 
in its finances after previously 
giving h new - authority _ to 
supervise the economic policies 
of the 135 member nations: 

The increase will raise to 
$75 billion the amount of 
money at the IMF’s disposal 
for use as emergency loans to 
members experiencing serious 
financial problems. 

During the. four days .of 
meetings, there was no ques- 
tion in the minds of observers 
or participants that there will 
be greater reliance than ever 
before on the IMF to oversee 
the world economy and to keep 
the capitalist world intact. 

There’s a new requirement 
that each member nation, in- 
cluding the handful of Com- 
munist members, must once a 
year subject itself to IMF 
scrutiny. 

And the IMF now has au- 
thority to recommend changes 
in a country’s economic poli- 
cies if it feels they adversely 
impact the over-all internatio- 
nal monetary system. 

Jacques de Larosiere, the 
former high-level French., 
bureaucrat who is the new 
manag ing director of the IMF, 
asserts that the .organization 
has the power to enforce its 
will on recalcitrant members. , 

“We have powers,” he saidi 
at a windup news conference 
when asked how t he IMF dif- 
fers from other international

^Emergency IMF loans have 
helped keep the economies 01 
many nations, including Italy 
and Great Britain, from teeter- 
ing on the brink of bankmpt- 
cy in recent years. If there 
hadn't been an IMF, these 
countries could have experien- 
ced serious economic upheavals 
with uncertain political conse- 
quences. 

The unanswered question is 
what would happen if the 
IMF ordered a country like the 
United States or Germany to 
undertake a change in econo- 
mic policy, such as cutting back 
or increasing government 
spending,. if it didn't want to. 


But one IMF official, asking 
not to be identified, said the 
nature of the system is luat 
such a confrontation is unlike- 
ly ever 10 occur, because of 
tile common interest uiose key 
nations have m making the 
system work. 

In oiner words, the larger 
nations would not allow dis- 
agreements ever to reach the 
pome of a serious confronta- 
tion unless Lhey were ready to 
give up on the organization al- 
together. 

"" * -smaller nations, however, are 
less likely to escape confronta- 
tions with the IMF, de Laro- 
siere conceded. 

In recent months the JMF 


compelled Peru to adopt un- 
popular domestic policies in 
S-oer to qualify *? r » despe- 
rately needed IMF loan, and‘. 
similar steps have been taken 
for loans to Zaire and Egypt. 

On occasion, the IMF con-, 
ditions for loans have proved 
so unpopular that noting has* 
followed in some countries, 
notably Egypt, and that was * 
before the IMF was given its 
expanded authority by the 
members. 

The IMF is given a large 
share of the credit for work- 
ing out the so-called “concert- 
ed growth strategy” for major 
nations that was seen here as 
toe key developmeni in the 
past year to put the world eco- 
nomy on solid ground again. 

By the IMFs own account, 
1977 was a poor year for most 
countries, with unemployment 
still at recession levels in most 
European countries, with the 
dollar sinking to new lows and 
with seriously high inflation in 
the United States. 

The IMF proposed the “con- 
ceited growth strategy" and 
the United States and other 
nations agreed, first at an 
IMF meeting in Mexico City in 
April and later at the Bonn 
economic summit conference 
attended by U S. President 
Jimmy Carter in July- 

Under this strategy. the 
United States will pursue a 
slower rate of growth next 
year, about 3.5 per cent, down 
from 5 per cent in 1977. to 
help reduce its trade deficit 
and dampen inflation. 

Germany and Japan, on the 
other hand, will pursue /aster 
growth to cut their trade sur- 
pluses. 

While the uncertain condi- 
tions of the world economy 
haven’t yet been turned around, 
finance ministers, including 
U.S. Treasury Secretary W. 
Michael Blumenthal. declared 
they already are seeing results 
'in lower trade deficits in this 
country and a reduction in 
the Japanese and German sur- 
pluses. 

“These imbalances are on 
the way to being cured.” de 
iLarosiefe said at a news con- 
ference. “The conception of a 
concerted strategy is now well- 
understood and very generally 
accepted,” around the world, 
he said.— (AP) 


The U.S. leaves Morocco

Thirty-six years after Ameri- 
can troops stormed asnore neie 
Co capture from Vichy French 
forces what was then called. 
Port Lyautey, the Unite* Star 
tes Saturday quietly abandoned 
its last military foothold in 
Africa. 

The simple signature of U.S. 
Navy CapL William Parrish — 
last commander ot the Ameri- 
can-run communications bases 
centered on Kenitra, 40 kuo- 
meters north, ot Rabat, the 
Moroccan capital. formally 
handed over to me Moroccan 
government all that remains or 
the muiti-million-doiiar instal- 
lations. 

CapL Parrish and four other 
officers were the last ot a suc- 
cession of tens of thousands 
ot American troops wno have 
served here since Gen. George 
Patton commanded Operation 
Torch Nov. 8, 1942, a major 
turning point in World War 
H, 

* There is no monument here 
to the 56 T Americans who died 
in the bloody three-day battle 
to crush the bitter resistance of 
French troops under the Vichy 
regime’s resident-general in 
Morocco. Gen. Charles No- 


yii fff 

Greatly expanded and mod- 
ernized by the United States, at 
the height of their importance 
in the 1950s, the bases at 
Kenitra and neighboring Sidi 
Yahia and Boukn&del were im- 
portant as an arms depot, in- 


telligence listening post, staging 
point, communications head- 
quarters and garrison for more 
than 2,000 troops and depen- 
\ dents. 

£ In 1965, to- counter criticism 
- .from Communist and. Third ; 
World countries, they were pla- 
ced nominally under Moroccan 
command. But they remained 
firmly under American con- 
trol. 

Anxious to keep a low pro- 
file, troops and their -families 
lived almost entirely on the 
bases, which became a kind of 
American ghetto with its own 
hospital, dub houses, tennis 
courts and olympic-size swim- 
ming pool. 

In a much-publicized exchan- 
ge with Soviet leader Leonid 
Breriuiev at that time, Mo- 
rocco's King Hassan II assert- 
ed that there was no American 
military base in Morocco. But 
the campaign against the U.S. 
presence continued until two 
years ago, when the United 
States decided to “disestablish” 
the buses costing more tha» $7 
million a year to operate and 
replace them with satellite faci- 
lities. • 

Sidi Yahia, the radio receiver 
station, was turned over to the 
Moroccans with a flag-lowering 
ceremony ; last December. In 
deference Hfo Moroccan sensibi- 
lities,- there was no similar 
ceremony Saturday for Kenitra - 
and Bouknadcl. 

In the nine months since 
American troops left Sidi Ya- 
hia, the unguarded base has 


been cleaned of virtually all 
usable equipment left behind. 
Refrigerators, light fixtures, 
door handles, virtually every- 
thing that could be moved, ha* 
disappeared. 

Moroccan officers have as- 
sured American colleagues that 
this will not be allowed to hap- 
pen in Kenitra and Bouknadel. 
Although the U.S. Navy and 
Air Force removed the • most 
sophisticated electronic equip- 
ment, the bases were * handed 
over in fully operational con- 
dition. They include fully- 
equipped housing for thou- 
sands of troops, a functioning 
harbor and airport, long-range 
antenna fields. generating 
plants, movie theaters, school 
buildings, fire fighting equip- 
ment and even a complete milk 
processing plant. 

American and Moroccan offi- 
cials declined to make an esti- 
mate of the value of the faci- 
lities. The Moroccan govern- 
ment paid nothing for the 
bases. Its only obligation, sti- 
pulated in the handover docu- 
ment signed by Capi. Parrish 
and the Moroccan base com- 
mander, Lt. Col. Abdul £ader 
Ramdani, was to maintain the 
aircraft warning lights on two 
towers at Kenitra and to pass 
ou American dismissal indem- 
nities to more than 1,000 Mo- 
roccans once employed on the 
bases. 

Apart from the former wor- 
kers, few Moroccans seemed 
aware Saturday that an era 
bad come to an end. — 1AP)

RIYADH — Mourning the . 
death of kings or leaders in 
the Muslim world disagrees 
wkh me ' Islamic principles of 
the Shariah and is an “imita- 
tion with the enemies of 
Islam,” according to Abdul 
Aziz Ibn Abdullah lbn Baaz, 
president of -the Islami c Re- 
search. H'ta and Preaching Offi- 
ces here. - 

In a letter to Saudi news- 
papers released this .w^efc,. the 
president noted with concern 
the practices of some Muslim, 
countries involving national 
mourning days and other sym- 
bolic rituals, such as lowering 
Hags to half-mast 

“There are perfect traditions 
of the. Prophet, which forbid 
‘mourning' except ini the case 
of the mourner being a wife,” 
Abdullah lbn Baaz said in the 
letter. He noted that a woman 
was also allowed to mourn the 
death of a relative for a period 
of three days or less, bat that 
“all other cases of mourning,, 
except these two, are unlawful, 
even on a lung's or a leader's 
death." 

“It is the duty of Mus-. 

lira religious scholars (-Ulemas) 
to warn people against it and 
inform them about the correct 
Islamic opinion in. this con- 
cern." the president said. 

•The letter notes that Prophet 
Muhammad died without 
mourning from his companions, 
even though “his expiration was 
the biggest loss for the whole 
of mankind." Abu Bakr Al- 
Siddtqi, "the most honorable 
one of the Prophet’s compan- 
ions," died unmnunied, as did 
Omar, Uthman and Ali and all 
the Prophet's companions. 

“Were this doing good, our 
pious predecessors would have 
preceded it," Abdullah lbn 
Baaz noted. “No doubt that all 
kinds of goodness lie in their 
obedience and every badness is 
to deviate (from) their path, 

“What our predecessors did 
in their time, i.e., to not mourn, 
is right, and what people do in 
these days, i.e., to mourn on 
the -death ot kings and leaders, 
disagrees with Islamic Shariah. 
Moreover, this heresy causes so 
many losses to the nation, hin- 
ders people off their works and 
leads to the resemblance with 
the enemies of Islam." 

The following is a text of the 
letter: 

it is practiced in the Muslim 
countries in these days that 
mourning is announced on the 
death ot kings and leaders for 
three days or less or more. 
Offices are dosed up and na- 
tional flags are hanged at half 
mast. 
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This, undoubtedly, contra- 
dicts the Islamic Shariah, and 
is imitation with' the enemies 
of Islam: There are perfect 
traditions of the Prophet, which 
forbid “mourning” except in 
the case of the mourner being 
a wife, who is allowed to show 
the sign of mourning on her 
husband’s death for a period of 
four months and ten days. It 
is ai«n lawful for a woman, ac- 
cording to the Prophet's say- 
ings, to mourn on ; the death 
of her relative for a period, of 
three days or less. All other 
cases of mourning, except these 
two, are unlawful, even on a 
king's or leader's death. 

Ibrahim, the son of Prophet 
(P-BjU-H.), three of his dau- 
ghters and other important per- 
sons who died in hu life time, 
but there was no mourning. 

In the battle of . “Manta", 
three Muslim army chiefs 
(Zaid Ibn Haretha, Jafar lbn 
Abu TaHb and Abdullah Ibn 
Rawaha) were martyred, - and 
there was no mourning. The 
Prophet himself died (who was 
the noblest of mankind, the 
greatest of prophets and the 
most honorable among the off- 
spring of Adam, and indeed, 
ins expiration was the biggest 
loss for the whole of mankind) 
but his companions did not 
mourn on his death. Abu Bakr 
Al-Siddkji died, who was the 
most honorable one of the Pro- 
phet's companions and the no- 
blest of the mankin d after. pro^ 
phets. Omar, Uthman and Ali 
(May Allah be pleased with 
diem) were murdered, and they 
were the noblest of mankind 
after Prophets and Abu Bakr. 
But qo signs of mourning were 
shown on their death. Further- 
more, ail companions of the 
Prophet died, and their follow- 
ers (Tabeyeen) did not mourn 
on their death. 

The great religious leaders of 
Islam (imams ) died (like Saeed 
Ibn Mosaiyeb, Ali Ibn Husain 
(Zainul Abedeen), his' son 
Mohammed, Omar lbn Abdul 
Aziz, Zonri, Imam Abu Harnfa, 
his two fellows (Abu Yosut 
and Mohammed lbn Hasan). 
Imam Malik Ibn Anas, Auza- 
yee, Thauri, Imam Shafeyee, 
imam Ahmed Ibn Haxnbal, 
Isaque' Ibn iRahwaihv and-, 
others and there 1 was no*' 
mourning on their death.

SCARBOROUGH. England 
— The search for the wreck 
of the “Bonhomme Richard," 
the flagship of John Paul 
Jones, America's first naval 
hero, is becoming a detecting 
puzzfe combining hydrography, 
local history, high technology 
and inspired bunch. 

On Sept. 23. 1779. John 
Paid Jones engaged ihe more 
heavily armed “HMS Serapis" 
off Flamborough Head, York- 
shire. After the two ships had 
pounded each other with 
broadsides, the British captain 
Richard Pearson shouted to 
Jones io ask if be was striking 
his colors. Jones, as every 
American schoolchild knows, 
replied: '1 have-not yet begun 
to fight" 

At !1 pjn. that night HMS 
Serapis struck her colors. Jo- 
nes transferred his flag to the 
Serapis and the badly damag- 
ed Bonhomme Richard drifted 
away and sank 12 hours later. 

But where? 

Clive Cussler, American au-

Scarlett's new lanlord, the 
U.S. Fidelity and * Guaranty 
Insurance Company, is doing 
everything it can to provide 
the good life. Two boxes 
about 90 centimeters square 
have been placed at either end 
of a ledge running the length 
of the building. They are -fill- 
ed with sand to hold any pre- 
cious eggs, because peregrine 
falcons don't build nests. 

A bank official, Roger Ke- 
t el sen, has Offered to give up 
his office on the 35th floor if 
a working eyrie can be estab- 
lished for Scarlett and friend. 

The building would be ideal 
to observe the peregrine life 
cycle. Its bronze-tinted win- 
dows enable persons inside to 
see out clearly, but the birds 
outside could see only their 
reflections. One theory is that 
Scarlett moved to the high- 
rise, after being seen earlier 
around the city zoo, because 
she thought her reflection in 
the dark glass was another 
peregrine. 

Along with all the distrac- 
tions, the city offers Scarlett 
such down-to-earfh benefits as 
a large supply of pigeons, na- 
tural prey of peregrine fal- 
cons. 

Scarlett can swoop down 
from her ledge and, at a speed 
of 280 to 300 kilometers per 
hour, stun a pigeon in flight.

Local history gives further 
dues. On the day after the 
battle, watchers at Scarborough 
reported seeing five or six 
ships two or three leagues out 
to sea; and English prisoners 
who escaped from the Serapis 
rowed ashore to Filey Bay. 
Both places are north of Flam- 


borough Head, and we know 
that John Paul Jones watched 
from ihc Serapis “with inex- 
pressible'' grief as the Bon horn- 
me Richard sank. 

This year's survey ship, 
“Celtic Lord," with Wignall as 
project director, is engaged in- 
a grid search north of Flam- 
borough Head using (he sides- 
can sonar to draw a trace of 
>he outline of any wreck found. 

The search will be concen- 
trated on an area where a rud- 
der was once trawled up. Jones 
is known to have cut away 
the rudder from the stricken 
Bonhomme Richard. 

If the search fails, >he win- 
ter will be devoted to further 
research to prepare for next 
year's expedition. Anything re- 
covered by divers would be 
given to museums in France 
(the ship was originally Fren- 
ch, and had 137 French ma- 
rines on board), in England 
and the United States. 

Cussler is not backing the 
search for personal gain, or *o 
provide material for a novel.

Ho w many 
monsters? 

CONCORD, New Hamp- 
shire — A member of a group' 
searching for the Loch Ness 
monster says a major question 
Is not only the elusive creature 
itself, but whether there may 
be as many as 30 monsters in 
the loch. 

Engineers and scientists are 
trying to learn who used to live 
on the present-day lakebed, ac- 
cording to Robert Rines, a pa- 
tent lawyer-engineer involved in 
the search since 1970. 

Rines said the search for the 
monster — or monsters — con- 
tinues. And because of more 
advanced equipment, he said, 
hopes soar mat researchers will 
prove their contention that the 
monster exists, and perhaps 
confirm the existence ot many 
monsters^ 

Although investigators al- 
ready believe there is more 
than one “Loch Ness monster," 
they do not know if there are 
two or many, Rines said. That 
is because they have not been 
able to determine if they're 
getting pictures of the same 
ones or of different ones.

BUCHAREST, Romania — 
The audience may be a group 
of jean-clad teenagers come to 
hear a rock concert or intel- 
lectuals gathered for an even- 
ing of poetry. Their host: a 
U.S. library promoting Ameri- 
ca’s image in Communist- ruled 
Romania. 

Since August 1969, the Ame. 
rican library, housed in a pre- 
war mansion near the heart of 
the city, has developed into a 
cultural center offering lectur- 
es, exhibits, films and concerts 
in addition to U.S. newspapers, 
magazines and some 10,000 
books, 

It is the only library ope- 
rated by the U.S. International 
Communications Agency in 
Eastern Europe that is not lo- 
cated in the American embassy 
complex. Despite Romania's 
reputation as one of the area's 


toughest governments, no guard 
is posted outside the door and 
Romanians can come and go 
without apparent restrictions. 

"I would say coming to the 
American library is not con- 
sidered the same as going to 
the American embassy," said 
director Miller Crouch. "Peo- 
ple fed freer about going to 
visit ihe library. Within the 
Romanian context, the Ame- 
rican library enjoys great free- 
dom to do the type of pro- 
graming we think valid for de- 
veloping the bilateral relation- 
ship." 

According to Crouch, about 
3,500 Romanians come to the 
library each month to read or 
take pari in cultural programs. 
About 7,000 are on the lib- 
rary's mailing list and receive 
invitations to lectures and 
other programs not open to the 
general public. — (AP)

WASHINGTON — World 
War HI, if it comes, will pro- 
bably be fought in space as 
well as on earth. 

Despite yean of efforts to 
make outer space off limits for 
war, the proliferation of mili- 
tary satellites, which serve as 
remote eyes, ears and com- 
mand posts for the superpo- 
wers, has gradually created a 
host of all but irresistible tar- 
gets for anti-satellite weapons. 

Satellites have been assign- 
ed duties that — impercep- 
tibly, insidiously and probably 
also irretrievably — have chan- 
ged the art of making war. 

There are optical and infra- 
red spy satellites: ferret satel- 
lites that eavesdrop on electro- 
nic signals: early warning, na- 
vigation, weather, command 
and control satellites; ocean- 
vcssel-monitoring satellites, air- 
iraffic- control satellites, and 
perhaps some whose missions 
arc still secret. 

Two-thirds of all U.S. mili- 
tary messages sent abroad go 
via' satellite. Precise guidance 
for bombers, missiles and sub- 
marines can be beamed down 
from satellites. Satellites stand 
ready to confirm that an at- 
tacking force of nuclear mis- 
siles has exploded over enemy 
cities, then send back damage 
assessments and retargeting da- 
ta as the smoke dears. 

Both the Soviet Union and 
the United States have become 
critically dependent on satelli- 
tes in offense and defense, but 
they are particularly vital to 
the United States, which has 
fewer, but costlier, more so- 
phisticated and longer-lived 
systems in space. The United 
States is thereby also more 
vulnerable to antisatellite, or 
AS AT, weapons. 

It was probably inevitable 
that the military spacecraft 
would not remain inviolate just 
because they were outside the 
atmosphere, military analysts 
say. 

“If my electronics gear tells 
me a Soviet reconnaissance 
plane overhead is radioing real- 
time data on my position for 
a missile strike,” a UJS. fleet 
commander has said, “1 am 
going to shoot him out of the 
-dcies- Why is it different if he 
is a satellite 

The great powers have tried 
to keep war out of space, and 
in June hdd exploratory dis- 
cussions in Helsinki, at the 
initiative of the United States, 
to limit ASAT systems. At 
the same time, however, both 
powers are developing anti- 
Saiellite weapons. 

]KffiaA negotiations 

The negotiations promise to 
be long and difficult, with ra- 
ther small odds that President 
Jimmy Carter will get the kind 
of treaty he wants: a corapre- 


hensive ban od anti satellite sys- 
tems with stria verification of 
compliance, plus dismantling 
of the operational system the 
Soviets already possess. 

Differences are already ap- 
parent within the administra- 
tion, sources say. The Penta- 
gon's view is that stria veri- 
fication will he impossible to 
achieve. It favors banning the 
use of ASAT weapons but not 
their development or deploy- 
ment. The Soviets reportedly 
took a similar position at Hel- 
sinki. 

At first. Carter stated public- 
ly that the United Slates wou- 
ld develop bid not test an an- 
tisatelliic system. But he be- 
came convinced that such a 
unilateral decision put the Uni- 
ted States at a military disad- 
vantage and, it was learned, 


It forbids in- 
terference with the national 
technical means of either side 
to verify the other's compliance 
with the treaty. 

The key phrase has been in- 
terpreted to mean that neither 
country can tamper with the 
other's spy satellites when those 
satellites are monitoring the 
arms treaty — that is, counting 
intercontinental missiles, bom- 
bers and submarines.

The Helsinki talks in June 
came against the background 
of two existing international 
treaties that limit hostile acti- 
vities in space. The agreements, 
however, are only a marginal 
deterrent to ASAT deploy- 
ments. 

A 1967 U.N. treaty on the 
peaceful uses of outer space 
prohibits detonation and dep- 
loyment of nuclear weapons in 
orbit or beyond. But nuclear 
warheads on antisatellite wea- 
pons would be worse than 
overkill,, since the radiation 
from such blasts could indis- 
criminately damage all satelli- 
tes, friend and foe. in the re- 
gion. 

Conventional explosives are 
more than adequate to spread 
a swath of shrapnel in frontof 
a satellite moving at 17 000 
miles an hour, experts say. At 
.such speeds, even a handful 
of pebbles would tear apart 
any craft encountered. 

The other applicable treaty 
is the Soviet-American Strate- 
gic Anns limitation Agree- 


ed this year by the Stockholm 

International Peace Research 
Institute. 

At Helsinki, the Soviets were 
reluctant to enter serious dis- 
cussions on antisatellite details, 
it is understood. But they did 
divide' satellites into legitimate 
ones and bandits. They cited 
as bandits duect-broadcast sa- 
tellites that would beam tele- 
vision and radio directly into 
home receivers in a foreign 
country without permission. 

Triggered by China 

Ironically, the embryonic 
race for antisatellite systems 
was apparently triggered by 
Chink, the only other country 
with reconnaissance satellites. 
Its first spy satellite went into 
orbit in 1973, watching the 
tense Sino-Soviet border, at a 
time when both of tbe super- 
powers seemed to have haued 
their ASAT activities. 

Moscow had ended flight 
tefcts of antisatellite weapons 
in 1972 but resumed in 19/6 
wiih an intensive series invol- 
ving a hunter-killer satellite 
• that is put into orbit, catches 
up to its target, which is also 
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in orbit, and explodes in a 
TNT-Iike blast that kills its tar- 
get as well as itself. 

Space analysts differ on de- 
tails, but the consensus is that 
the eight Soviet test flights so 
far have been successful- As 
a result, UH. Defense Secre- 
tary Harold Brown told Con- 
gress this year that the Soviets 
now possess an operational 
antisatellite weapon system 
which could be used to attack 
some U.S. satellites. 

The vulnerable spacecraft 

are low-arbfcmg (under A00a 
miles) U.S. and Chinese satel- 
lites. US. communication and 
navigation satellites are in hig- 
her orbits, as much as 22^00 
mi ^ above tbe earth, and Be- 
yond the range erf existing 
systems Bui by using a bigger 
rocket booster, the Soviet anti- 
satellite weapon could also 
reach them. 

Two American systems, on 
Kwajelem and the Johnston 
Wand, in the Pacific, were 
once operational although they “ 
promised to be only marginal- 
ly effective. One, using Nike- 
Zetu missiles, was deactivated 
in 1968. Tbe other, using the 
Thor missile, was deactivated 
in 1975. 

In response to the resumed 
and intense Soviet effort. Pre- 
sident Gerald Ford, in the fi- 
nal days of his administration , 
in January, 1977, ordered a 
program to develop and dep- 
loy US. antisatellite systems. 

President Carter, hoping for 
negotiations with the Soviets, 
endorsed a vigorous research 
and development effort but 
barred testing . That restric- 
tion has now been rescinded. 

There is still no commitment 
to deployment of the system, 
but U.S. negotiators told the 
Soviets in Helsinki that the 
United States would tolerate no 
imbalance in antisatellite wea- 
pon stockpiles. _ 

The overall- antisatel l ite ef- 
fort now embarked on by the 
Pentagon, costing more than 
S120 million this year and ex- 
pected to double in fiscal year 
1979, goes beyond a search 
for weapons that kill enemy 
satellites. It includes programs 
to protea US. satellites and 
ground stations from attack, 
as well as programs to impro- 
ve fiicilitjes to track of So- 
viet satellites and identify their 
missions. 

Tn&s of wwpous 

The weapons effort consists 
of at least three programs: a 
Soviet-Jike hunter-killer sala- 
ble, a direct-ascent missile Si- 
milar to the old US. A2»Ai 
systems, and rays such as the 
laser. 

The satellite, boosted into 
orbit on a rocket, would u*e 
radar to seek its orbiting tar- 
get, then explode in a cloud 
of pellets to destroy the target. 

The direct-ascent, or pop- 
up, system is being built by 
V ought Corporation under a 
$58 million contract. It con- 
sists of a spinning cylinder 
46 centimeters long, 30 centi- 
meters in diameter and weign- 
ing only 13.6 kilos. It could 
be launched atop a large roc- 
ket for high-orbit missions or 
from under the wing of an 
aircraft for attacking low-orbit 
satellites. The cylinder has no 
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warhead as such; it homes in 
on the heat emitted from a tar- 
get satellite and just rams it 

Both of these programs are 
dated for ground tests in early 
1980, with space tests no ear- 
lier than 1981, when the spe- 
cial target satellites are to' be 
ready. 

The Pentagon is also develo- 
ping lasers and charged-parti- 
cle beams that could be moun- 
ted on killer satellites in space - 
or fired from the ground. 

For their part, the Soviets 
are said to have a half-dozen 
large experimental laser facili- 
ties in operation, at least some 
of them at mbsfle-launctiing 
associated with antisatellite 
operations. 

Laser antisatellite systems, 
expected to be a reality during 
the next decade, could melt 
target satellites. 

“Drive them crazy” 

One much-discussed attack 
scheme would bathe a target 
satellite in a laser beam for a 
short time each day to burn 
out its fragile solar cells over 
a week or two. Blame for the 
satellites failure would be har- 
der to assess than if the satel? 
Ifte Were physically destroyed. 

Sinritariy, great bursts of 
microwave radiation upon sa- 
tellites could jam. their trans- 
missions, prevent them from 
receiving orders, even “drive 
t h em crazy” as one expert said, 
in a period of crisis when they 
would be most needed. 

For thig reason, American 
officials are suspicious of se- 
veral huge Soviet, electronic in- 
stallations with huge power 
outputs but no obvious mis- 
sion, such as the gigantic over- 
the-horizon radars at Nikola- 
yev and Kiev in tbe Ukraine 
whose strong radiation is pick- 
ed up in Boston. These anten- 
nas coulH interfere with Ame- 
rican 'satellites as a not-so- 
obvious antisatellite system.

WASHINGTON — The Soviet Union is believed to be 
testing a new type of spy satellite* that can stay in orbit and., 
photograph the earth for a month at a time. 

This would double' the time tine Soviet reconnaissance' . 
satellites stay in orbit. Western space observers say that Sov- 
iet space reconnaissance has always' been limited by tiie 
“stay time” of Soviet satellites, until now no longer than two 
weeks. 

The satellite is identified by Western space experts as 
.Cosmos 1028, launched Aug. 5. Its orbit followed a path tint 
took it as daw as 175 kilometers to earth. 

The satellite is in an' ‘mbit that inclines it a little more 
than 67 degrees to the earth's equator, which means k follows 
a path that takes it over most of China, Western Europe and 
the United States. The satellite completes an orbit of tin 
earth every 89.28 minutes. - 

Western experts boh eve the new Soviet satellite ii a re- 
connaissance version of the Soyuz spacecraft that carries 
Soviet cosmonauts into orbit. The older Soviet spy satellite 
was said to be a rebuilt Vostok spacecraft, which is smaller 
than the Soyuz and carries less fuel to keep it in orbit and 
fewer cameras and less film to maintain reconnaissance. 

Pas* Soviet reconnaissance satellites stayed in orbA no 
longer than two weeks at » time. This meant that in times 
of tension like the wars in the Middle Eaa the Soviets would 
launch as many as 30 spy satellites in a single year, an opera- 
tion that cost more than SI billion a year. 1 — (WF)

China , Israel athletes 
troubling amateur unit 


LONDON, Oct 1 (R) — 

The next six days will be the 
most critical in the 66- year 
history of the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation 
(1AAF) and at least one offi- 
cial admits: “we’re in a hel- 
lishly difficult position." 

The world’s largest sports 
federation will meet in Puerto 
Rico to seek a way out of a 
dilemma caused by China's 
application for membership 
and an attempt to ban Israel 
from the Asian Gaines in 
Bangkok in December. 

The London-based federa- 
tion must either abide by its 
own rules and protect the in- 
terests of Taiwan and Israel, 
both IAAF members or sacri- 
fice the two for the sake of 
future credibility.. 

Peking, which has long in- 
sisted it would not rejoin the 
IAAF until Taiwan was ex- 
pelled, recently requested af- 
filiation under the terms of its 
previous membership when 
Taiwan did not hold separate 
membership. 

If the IAAF is now to open, 
its doors to China jt must find 
some grounds for removing 
Taiwan. But athletics authori- 
ties recall that a decision by 
the International Badminton 


Federation last year to expel 
Taiwan was later declared in- 
valid by a British High Court 
judge. 

The question of Israel’s 
participation in the Asian 
Games is delicate, for the 
IAAF. 

If the Asian Games Fede- 
ration (AG F) sticks to its de^ 
cifflon and if the IAAF sticks 
to its rules — then all track 
and field athletes taking part 
in the games will face an in- 
ternational ban for at least 
two years. 

Thailand’s agreement to host 
the games hinged on a pledge 
by five Arab nations, in- 
cluding Saudi Arabia to con- 
tribute $2 million and Israel’s 
participation in the 1974 gam- 
es in Tehran provoked a series 
of walkouts and boycotts by 
Arab teams. 

The AGF decided in 1976 
that Israel would not be invit- 
ed to Bangkok for security 
reason. 

IAAF rules stipulate that all 
federation members must be 
invited to the games. IAAF 
President Adrian Paulen tra- 
velled in vain to Bangkok and 
- Tokyo last week in an attempt 
to get the AGF leaders to 
change their minds.

MOSCOW. Oct. 1 (AP) — 
Though Russians still dominate 
world chess as they have for 
more than half 'a century, the 
patriarch of Soviet, chess sees 
that great era drawing to an 
end. 

Mikhail Botvinnik, for 15 
years champion of the world 
and now one of Russia's lead- 
ing teachers of new talent, 
says the Soviet grip on chess 
leadership is beginning to slip. 

The broad base of young 
-players from which Russia 
draws its champions has star- 
ted to narrow, the great Soviet 
chess theorists are fading, and 
there just is not a new genera- 
tion . of young geniuses to 
carry on the tradition, be said 
recently. 

Across Russia, he said, the - 
level erf chess is dropping. 

"I think schoolchildren play 
chess less than they used to." 

Anatoly Karpov, who is de- 
fending his title in the Philip- 
pines, is the only great Soviet 
chess player of the younger 
generation. - 

Karpov, Viklor Korchnoi, 
47, and the man Korchnoi 
beat to gain the finals, Boris 
Spassky, 41, are already mem- 
bers of the aid guard. 

Although Russians still do- 
minate the .world champion- 
ships as' they have been since 
Alexander Alekhine beat Cu- 
ba’s Raoul Capabianca in 1927, 
Soviets are no longer taking 
all the top places in tourna- 
ments around the world. 

'In the world junior team 


Only the short reigns of Hol- 
land's Max Euwe and Ameri- 
ca's Bobby Fischer, interrupt- 
ed the hegemony. 

Alekhine, who grew up in 
pre-revolutionary Russia and 
emigrated to 'France in 1921, 
held the world championship 
until his death in 1946, except 
for Euwe’s interregnum. 

Botvinnik then won the 
crown in the playoff, the first 
of the Soviet-trained cham- 
pions. The Communist Party 
newspaper “Pravda” called the 
event “A victory of our so- 
cialist culture, an integral part 
of which is chess." 

During his long reign, Bot- 
vinnik lost for a year each to 
two Soviet masters. In 1963, at 
the grand old chessplayer’s age 
of 52, be lost it for good to 
another Soviet, Tigran Petro- 
sian. 

Six years later the title went 
to Spassky, and then in 1972 
to Fischer, who held it for 
three years. When Fischer re- 
fused to defend under interna- 
tional rules, Karpov was dec- 
lared champion. 

The conditions for strong 
chess — a broad base and a hie- 
rarchy erf theorists — were ac- 
hieved in full measure soon 
after the 1917 revolution, Bot- 
vinnik sakL

Waldheim praises Carter 
for Middle East efforts 


ORLANDO. Florida. Oct. I 
(Agencies) — United Nations 
Secretary-General Run Wal- 
dheim, speaking just after Jim- 
my Carter, commended the pre- 
sident Sunday night for "his 
willingness to commit his high 
position” to efforts at Camp 
David to get peace in the 
Middle East. 

But Waldheim stopped short 
of endorsing the Camp David 
summit conference itself or the 
Egyptian-lsraeli agreements that 
emerged from it. To do so 
would put him at odds with 
U.N. members that have criti- 
cized the accords, including the 
Soviet Union and several Arab 
countries. 

Waldheim has standing 
orders from the U.N. General 
Assembly to arrange a new 


Geneva peace conference undei 
Soviet-Amencan co-chairman- 
ship including not only Israel, 
Egypt. Syria. Jordan and Le- 
banon but also the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, which 
is not mentioned m (he Camp 
David documents. 

Waldheim's speech was pre- 
pared for delivery to the 26th 
congress ot the international 
Chamber of Commerce here. 

“Let me pay tribute here to 
President Carter for his dedi- 
cation to the cause of peace 
and his tireless efforts to find 
a solution for the Middle East 
problem,” he said. 

"The president has display- 
ed remarkable skill and states- 
manship in conducting the un- 
precedented and intensive nego- 
tiations at Camp David.” he 


Choppers reach thousands 
of marooned W. Bengalis 


NEW DELHI. Oct. I (R) 
— Helicopters dropped food 
Sunday to some of one mil- 
lion West Bengalis marooned 
by floodwater. but rescue ope- 
rations were badly handicapp- 
ed by a shortage of power 
boats. 

About 150 people have 
died and 35,000 square kms 
are under water following 
unprccemed rainfall, accord- 
ing to official figures, but 
other reports speak of hun- 
dreds of deaths. 

In the northern district of 
Burdwan, an army officer di- 
recting rescue operations said 
at least 100 boats were ur- 
gently needed to evacuate 
people. The state government 


has asked several foreign con- 
sulates in Calcutta to supply 
power boats 

Officials said there was also 
a shortage of rice being pack- 
ed and flown to nearly one 
million people marooned in 
Burdwan. Hooghly, Nadia 
and Bakura districts. 

In addition to official flood 
casualties, people were drow- 
ned Sunday when a bus in 
which they were travelling 
skidded off the road and into 
a flooded drain 30 km south 
of Calcutta. 

About 70 prisoners in a 
Burdwan jail escaped Satur- 
day when a wall of the pri- 
son was pushed down by sur- 
ging floodwaters. 


said. 

■*I attach the highest impor- 
tance to a peaceful settlement 
of the Middle East problem, 
because this conflict, if unre- 
solved. undoubtedly constitutes 
the greatest potential threat to 
world peace and international 
security.” Waldheim said. 

"We need a universal effort 
to rise above narrow natio- 
nalistic aims in the pursuit of 
global objectives,” he went on. 
"We need it urgently in the 
political field and we need it 
no less urgently in the econo- 
mic and sucia! fields.” 

Turning to the Third World. 
Waldheim said the United Na- 
tions was doing what it could 
to protect investors against con- 
fiscatory nationalization. "We at 
the United Nations attach im- 
portance to the role of foreign 
private investment in develop- 
ing countries,” he said. "Our 
endeavor is to foster a better 
understanding of the rights and 
obligations of both the host 
and capital-exporting countries, 
as well as of individual inves- 
tors. 

“In this way. we hope to 
establish a climate of confiden- 
ce which would increase the 
flow of private capital as well 
as technology and know-how 
to developing countries, in a 
manner consistent with their 
development objectives." 

Waldheim expressed "deep 
concern about the very slow 
pace of the north-south dialo- 
gue now under way between 
the industrialized and develop- 
ing countries" — a circums- 
tance that the Third World 
blames on the United States. 

To cope with current world 
economic difficulties, he called 
for substantially increased aid 
to developing countries on fav- 
orable terms and resistance in 
developed countries to demands 
for trade-protection measures.

Sudan leader arrives in Bonn 


BONN, Oct. 1 (Agencies) — 
Sudanese President Jaafar Nu- 
meiri arrived Sunday to seek 
West German ecunomic aid. 

Numeiri. current president of 
the Organization of African 
Unity and a dose ally of Pre- 
sident Sadat, heads a delega- 
tion of 10 ministers. 

The Sudanese President flew 
to Bonn from New York where 
he spoke in support of the 
Egyptian-lsraeli peace accord 
at the United Nations General 
Assembly. 

He officially begins his visit 
Monday at a meeting with 
West German President Waller 
Scheel. He will hold talks 
Tuesday with Chancellor -Hel- 


mut Schmidt. 

Bonn government sources 
said West Germany will pro- 
mise Sudan $4G million in aid 
and SI 5 million in technical 
help. 

Foreign policy questions 
would mainly concern Africa, 
especially the situation in the 
Horn and in the while-niled 
areas of the continent. Mid- 
east problems would also be 
high on the agenda. 

The economic problems fa- 
cing Sudan, which is among 
the world's 30 poorest nations, 
will occupy most' of the time 
devoted to bilateral questions. 

Sudan, a top recipient of 
West German aid. was the first 


country to ask for a debt write- 
off after Bonn expressed readi- 
ness to forego certain debts at 
the special U.N. development 
aid conference in Geneva last 
March. 

The sources said an agrees 
mem will be signed during the 
president's visit, making an out- 
right gift to Sudan for 1978 
of 80 million marks ($40 mil- 
lion) in capital aid and 30 
million marks ($15 million) -in 
technical aid. 

Moreover, a decision on writ- 
ing off 450 million marks ($225 
million) worth of old debts is 
being examined. The West 
German cabinet is expected tar 
decide next month.

As morale nears breaking under war 


Rhodesian chaos left by whites on the chicken run 
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SALISBURY, Oct. 1 (Afj — 
The exodus of whites — which 
hit near-record levels in August 
— has created angry creditors, 
busy bill collectors and * dep- 
ressed real estate market. 

It has also led to some un- 
official integration, despite the 
persistence of racial separation 
laws in Rhodesia. 

Net emigration. what is 
known as the chicken run, in 
August was 1,245, according to 
official statistics. 

Figures show (he August 
loss was the highest so far this 
year. Sixteen thousand persons 
have emigrated in the past se- 
ven months before the prospects 
of black rule and (he escalating 
war. 

“There are an awful lot of 
people leaving the country now 


and some come to us with ma- 
lice aforethought," said an op- 
tician. "The timing is beautiful. 
Often the invoice reaches their 
address 24 hours after they've 
left. It's a sad atmosphere.” 

Houses in white neighbor- 
hoods are begging for buyers, 
but Macks are not allowed in. 
Short of a Marxist government 
coming to power, one real es- 
tate agent ruefully observed, the 
housing market could not get 
any worse. 

Migration in August — 385 
immigrants and 1,630 emi- 
grants expected’ only by the 
1A00 net emigration in May. 

With 1977’s record exodus of 
16.600 people .the white popu- 
lation — outnumbered 26 to one 
by blacks— has shrunk to about 
258,000, it is' estimated unof- 


ficially. 

Emigration slowed earlier this 
year, apparently while people

government did, and it is still 
running about 20 per cent be- 
low last year. 

As white emigration mounts, 
so do- unpaid debts, 

“More people than in pre- 
vious years are simply abscon- 
ding without paying their 
debts,” said Lea Weatzei. ma- 
nager of a credit agency. 

“There’s no point in issuing 
civil summonses for debt 
against someone who has skip- 
ped. You have to find him first, 
which is why the number of 
tracing cases we undertake has 
risen 100 per cent rn. the past 
two years,”
